Pr< f. R, fa McKarland, superinten- 
dent of sobools iu Davieaa couuty, 
was scheduled to speak, but was un- 
able to be present. Prof. J. C. Jeo- 
kins. of Dawson Springs aod Prof. 
B. P. Oreau. of Bowling Orteu were 
the prlucipal speakers of the after- 
noon, both speakers making an ear. 
neat appeal for teaohers to co-oper- 
ate lu the movement to wipe out illi- 
teracy iu tbe state. Several of the 
teachers told of their experiences 
with moonlight sobools laat year. 

A call was made for voluuteers to 
teach these schools this fall and 64 
of the teachers pledged lit. ih-hiv-h 
to take up the work.
